I would 
be wtlllns to die in the cause." Mme.

Ttio 
Uennnns lovo their hiuoes pcrtiups 
morn thnn nny other people In tho 
world. They nro passionately devoted 
to their nrcnldcs Hud the beautiful 
family llfo which one duds in all 
classes thronRhout the empire. Has 
not tho Gorman Cbrlatmas hi'.d Its In- 
fluence In ovory country iu tho world? 
'L'ha German lovo for children, young 
nnd old, and their effort to make them 
huppy nro Ideal. Tho German Santa 
Cl.'iua. the ChrlHtman tree, German toys 
nnd Gorman folklore nro familiar the 
world over. Every ono who loves chil- 
dren owes n debt of gratitude to the 
Gorman genius for making children 
Imppy, especially nt the Christmas sea- 
son. 


"Nowhere Is tho oflaenHon or train- 


ing of children carried on with moro 
Intelligence nnd lovo thnn la Germany. 
Tho kindergarten methods In use nil 
over ttio United Suites como from Ger- 
many, nnd throughout the educational 
system, oven of our universities, Ger- 
man methods nrc admired nnd copied. 
Is tt reasonable. Is it sitne. to believe 
thnt wo rear our children with the 
fondest care to hnve them mowed 
dotvn like animals? 
It Is absurd to 


suppose thnt thu Gorranns who love 
their children HO dearly should desire 
to. send thorn, out to servo as 'cannon 
roadijr.'

"Tho 'wbmcn ot .CJcrmnny hnvo con- 


tributcd"jtj. very' larjfo'measure to tho 
prosperity and Rreatnoss of the father- 
land. Wo read a great deal nowadays 
ftbout the wonderful -wealth of'Gcr- 
mnnr. which will Miable her to 'curry 
on this frtKhtful war. It Is the thrift, 
energy nntl frugality ot tho Geruinn 
women which have made this possible. 
Back of the marvelous prosperity of 
Germany lu recent years stands tho 
German woman. 
It Is sho who has 


learned to live economically nnd ralso 
a Inrije family nnd put by n little mon- 
ey regularly on an Income which would 
be considered very small indeed in 
America. 


"In nil Germany there Is no dire DOT- 


erty nucli ns we Mud In mo-st other 
countries. The flornmu cltlen, have no 
slums such ns nrc to be found In tho 
great cities of most countries and even 
In ninny smaller cltlvs ami towns. Ger- 
many Is a small country comparatively, 


bnt her people bnve mnflo tlio moat of 
their opportunity and aa tho result at 
years of patient effort have made It a 
great nml rich land. Why Is it that 
tho German farms produce so much 
more for their Hlzo than tho fnrms of 
nny other country? 
Tho hind 'is no 


hotter, It may not bo ns good, and yet 
from this limited territory has been 
developed'11 -wonderful degree of pros- 
perity. jAntl if you look into tho causes 
you will llnd the patient. Industrious 
hausfmu back of It iHL 


"And is nil tills labor to bo thrown 


nwny and worse thnn thrown away In 
this frightful war? Tho Germans "would 
bo fools to rush willingly into a war 
which would In n few weeks'destroy! 
the labor of years. No; they dto not 
want wnr. It ifl against tho German 
iclcnls of home nml thrift and love of 
family. 
No ono who knows tho Ger- 


man people can accuao them of. want- 
Ing this war. 


"Thcro seems to be a general mis- 


apprehension hero lu America as to 
the attitude of the German peoplo to- 
ward tho Kaiser. The German people 
do not think of him an the exalted, un- 
approachable figure, tho "war lord,' as 
ho is called here. Every German, even 
tho humblest citizen, on' tho other 
hand, regards the Kaiser with affection. 
They look upon him as ono of them- 
selves. They know thnt he has their 
best interests nt lumrt 
DC would be 


tho last ono in the empire to sacrifice, 
their lives merely to gratify a personal 
ambition. 


"How absurd It is to picture the Em- 


peror as a sclllsh, ambitious ruler, who 
Is willing to crush his peoplo to ad- 
vnnco his own lutercstsl If any proof 
ware needed to refute 'this Idea there 
is the fact that the Knlscr has sent his 
Bis sons to the war to face exactly the 
sumo dnngcrs ns the common soldiers. 
Fie has sent even the most studious of 
his sons, who would In times of peace 
be In some university, and by a curious 
chnnce ho tins been the first to be 
wounded. Is It any wonder that the 
German people throughout tho empire 
lovo nnd admire the Knlscr? 
It Is 


eusy to understand why .the whole Ger- 
man people hnve risen nfl ono man to 
respond to the call to arms. 


"Germany did not want this wnr. I 


was in Germany when tho struggle 
commenced, and 1 know from my own 
observation thnt no Gcrutnu man or 
German womnn desired it. It was 
forced upon thorn. The}' are lighting 
because they must fight to defend their 
homey and their families. I cannot say 
too often that this Is n wnr of self clo- 
fenso which the Germans have enter- 
eil with the greatest reluctance.

"I was singing In opera nt Baireuth 


at tho very hour when war was de- 
clared. The news was passed from one 
to nuothcr throughout the great nudl- 
cncu. I conk! £ce! the unrest, the sup- 
pressed cxcltciuent, although no -\vord 
wna uttered. Tlio excitement was In- 
fectious. And when finally the curtain 
fell upon the act I hurried to the wings 


to Gi:k what could have hnppcnecl. *We 
were wholly unprepared for the news. 
•I had been touring the G-erman cities, 
and everywhere I had found large 
audiences, wonderful enthusiasm, peace 
and plenty, and no thought of this 
frightful -war. The news came to us 
all with the same u-wful shock. 


"The opera was continued that night, 


difficult as tho task was. The audience 
began to disappear, and the lust act 
was given to an almost empty house. 
The audience rushed to the carriages 
nnd automobiles and hurried away to 
respond to the call to arms aud take 
their places in" the struggle. I remain- 
ed for a few dnyfl. I saw two trains 
leaving with soldiers for the front. 
It 


•was heartbreaking. I could not stand 
It, and I hurried away to the moun- 
tains to try to escape from such scenes. 


"Tho trains went out crowded with 


laughing, cheering men. 
They were 


delighted to serve their fatherland and 
went willingly to face the enemy. 
It 


la a glorious thing to BgUt and die for 
one's .country. But I realized then as 
never before that It is the women who 
are left behind who Buffer most cruel- 
ly. It was n scene never to be forgot- 
ten. "Until the trains actually started 
the women, the wives and mothers, 
who had come to say farewell, bore up 
with wonderful bravery and self pos- 
session. And then the trains carrying 
their loved ones drew away, and I saw 
hundreds ot women driven almost mad 
with grief. 
They. rushed after the 


train shrieking and calling the names 
of their children, their loved ones, 
weeping in despair." 


Mme. Sehurnunn-Helnk rose, with her 


arms extended, and repeated the cries 
of Che distraught women with intense 
draaiRttc expression. 
' "No one could watch the suffering of 
these poor women," she continued, 
"without an aching heart. I realised 
eg never before the unspeakable horror 
of -war and the bravery and fortitude 
ot these German . wives and mothers. 
Their bravery Is greater than that ot 
the men on the battlefield, and their 
Buffering: IB more intense. They saw 
their loved ones leave, ninny of them 
never to return, .and they nauy.t remain 
quietly nud'take.'up'the burden, of- their 
lives unafaei And if -their land Js In- 
vaded, such Is the spirit of the. German 
women, they will themselves take up 
arms If need be in its defense, 


"To try to escape from these heart- 


rending scenes I left the cities, going 
to a hotel far up In tho mountains. 
Bven there, however, I could not get 
away from these horrors. I stopped at 
a hotel which had been run by a family 
that had spent a lifetime In this work. 
They had commenced in a bumble 
way and gradually built up their busi- 
ness. It was a typical German family, 
a, happy German home- With the call 
to arms, however, the father and the 
sons had dropped everything and hur- 
ried to the front, leaving the women ot 
tho faniliy to shift for themselves. The 


family -was broken up, all.the 
ful plans for the future destroyed in 
an hour.

I saw these poor fellows 


blinded for life, -with their faces hor- 
ribly mangled. 
Many of the bullets 


make great torn wounds which, are 
very difficult to treat. 


I EK> not a politician, and I am not 


discussing the rights or wrongs of the 
causes leading to this frightful war. t 
am only a woman, but I am a mother, 
and as such I protest with my heart 
and soul against this wicked, horrible 
vrar.* We call ourselves civilized, and 
\vc coolly invent and build these weap- 
ons which now mow down rows npoa 
rows of living men. This Is not war. 
It Is slaughter, horrible and unthink- 
able. And t!3ey say the -war is hardly 
commenced. What unspeakable suffer- 
ing are we to endure before It Is over? 


Within a few hours I have heard 


from Germany that the children of 
my dearest friend have been. lost. X 
call them children, for I have known 
them since I held them on my knee. 
I never -weep or I should cry for them. 
The thought of this suffering almost 
drives me mad. I have not slept stnco 
I heard of It 
What gain can come 


with victories which will in the sllght-j 
est degree Justify such, a war? What 
is the gain or loss of some small pieccr 
of land compared with the sufferios 
to millions of families, wounds whlchr 
will not heal for generations? . 


'Cannot the women, not alo-ae-the 


German women, but all the women of 
the world, unite to stop tills horror? 
We have seen the suffragettes lighting 
for a causo infinitely less important 
If they can organize and argue and • 
even flght for a vote, why do they not 
rise now In a vigorous protest? I am _ 
not criticising any one. I do not -wish! 
to antagonize any one. 
The great! 


problem before ns women Is too great 
for that. I am sick with the horror of 
it all, and I would appeal to every wo- 
man's heart to unite to stop this blood- 
shed. 


"Here It Is the Christmas season, the 


time of 'Peace on earth, good will to! 
men,' and the war still goes on. Whati 
a mockery! At the tune when only! 
happiness should enter our homes 5 
read only of millions of homes being!, 
destroyed."
